W ard line steamship Morro Castle is 
held up in Vera Cruz harbor with 
the guns of a Mexican gunboat trained 
on her bow. 
On board are Mrs. John 
Lind, wife of President W ilson's spe­ 
cial 
enyoy 
to 
Mexico, 
many 
other 
Am erican passengers and mail for the 
United States. 
Captain Huff, tho vessel’s comman­ 
der, has been cited to appear before a 
local judge today to answ'er a crim inal 
charge. W hat the charge is he has not 
been told, and the Mexican authorities 
have not disclosed its nature. 
Mr. Lind, who 
saw 
his wife 
go 
aboard the Morro Castle, has sent a 
vigorous cablegram of protest to Mr. 
Bryan, secretary of state at W ashing­ 
ton, and to the minister of foreign af­ 
fairs, Mr. Moheno, in Mexico City. 


Diaz’s Friends Aboard. 


On board the gunboat are five per­ 
sons not concerned with its 
naviga­ 
tion, and it is supposed these are the 
five men in the suite of 
Gen. 
Felix 
Diaz, who were arrested for failure to 
obey orders from the m ilitary authori­ 
ties and stay in Havana. 
General Diaz, who went to the home 
of his 
mother-in-law, has 
remained 
there. 
His friends believe that if lie 
appears in the streets he will be ar­ 
rested by President Huerta’s forces 
Detectives are watching the house. 


Huerta Gives New Pledge. 


City of Mexico, Oct. 24.— Victoriano 
Huerta, provisional president of Mexi 
co, made a statement, which was read 
afterward in the presence of all mem­ 
bers of the diplomatic corps and the 
cabinet ministers, in which 
he 
gave 
his most solemn assurance that the 
sole use that lie had made, or would 
make, of his power as Interim presi­ 
dent, was: 
First, to establish peace in the re­ 
public. 
Second, to comply wilh the law of 
his country in holding fair elections, 
so that the choice of the Mexican peo­ 
ple, whoever lie might be, should be 
Installed in power. 
General Huerta said his government 
was determined at all costs to protect 
the lives and interests of all foreign­ 
ers in Mexico, but that it was equally 
determined that the domestic affairs 
of Mexico should be settled by 
the 
Mexicans themselves. 


Shcw6 Respect for W ilson. 


In addition Huerta referred to 
the 
president of 
the 
United 
States 
in 
terms of greatest 
respect 
and 
ex­ 
pressed unbounded admiration for the 
people and institutions of the United 
Btates. 
He pointed out with emphasis 
that the difference between the people 
of Mexico and the people of the Uni­ 
ted States was a difference so inher­ 
ent and fundamental in the character 
of the two races as to make it impos­ 
sible to apply Am erican emthods to 
the people of Mexico in the evolution 
of a democratic 
government for 
his 
country.

circulating 
within the mine were made useless by 
Hie force of tin* explosion, permitting 
poisonous gas«*» to permeate every 
recess. 
Mr, Roberts stated that many of tho 
dead »till 
in the iwtno undoubtedly 
were suffocated. 
Some of the rescue 
parties declared it their belief that 
a party of the entombed miner* had 
reached a room and had sealed It In 
time fo k**ep tin* gaw frorn overcoming 
them. 
The mine was supposed to be one of 
the mod**! mines In the United States, 
and that such a disaster could befall 
the men within it had been considered 
impossible.

contracts. 
From this it is inferred that the rail­ 
way Interest will contest any advance 
in pay and put their case to the pub­ 
lic, through arbitration.

exchange of letters the contracts of 
the two big brotherhoods 
and

railroads will terminate November 10.

The request for higher pay comes 
as a result of the increase given en- 
ginemon on the eastern lines.

ways paid their employes higher than 
the eastern group, and the 
engine- 
men of the western lines desire 
to 
maintain this higher scale. The roads 
In the mountain district pay a scale 
higher than the roads belweoen C hi­ 
cago and St. Louis and the moun­ 
tains. 
Officers of the railroads say they 
have reached the lim it in wage in ­ 
creases; that large expenditures are 
needed to safeguard travel and ship­ 
ments and this cannot be done if the 
money is all paid out to 
employes.
